RAILWAYS COMING BACK 
Amtrak, the national railroad system, 
has received calls for 50,000 reservations 
a day during the past month. This com­ 
pares to the previous average of 20,000 
a month, and the demand for passenger 
travel on the railroads has been rising 
rapidly for many months before that. Al­ 
though Amtrak is trying to make 61,000 
additional seats available for the holiday 
season — “everything we can lay our 
hands on,” a spokesman said—that may 
not be enough to satisfy the demand. 
The Auto-Train Corp. also reports a 
sharp increase In business. Auto-Train 
carries passengers and their cars from 
Lorton, Va., to Sanford, Florida, and 
back. All spaces southward are booked 
solid from February 1 to 17 right now. 
The pretense that the railroads are an 
obsolete mode of travel is just that — 
pure pretense. People didn’t stop riding 
the trains. The trains stopped serving 
the people. They did everything to dis­ 
courage passenger business, from dirti­ 
ness to discourtesy. We must say that 
Amtrak is trying — and succeeding. We 
used it a few months ago, and it was 
most satisfactory. 
In Europe the trains are the mainstay 
of travel, and that’s what they are going 
to have to be here for long distances. 
Long before there was talk of a fuel 
shortage we were saying that the rail­ 
roads must be restored simply to move 
the population of this country from one 
place to another. The fuel crisis has 
made this need doubly acute. 
Amtrak seems to be on its way, but 
the process needs to be speeded up and 
the extent of the service multiplied. The 
permission of railroads to abandon lines 
ought to be stopped right now. 
The country requires the railroads, 
and if the railroad companies lack eith­ 
er the will or the ability to operate a 
good passenger service, then the govern­ 
ment must do the job.— New Castle 
Courier-Times.

Most State Legislators Take Dim 


View Of Raising Cigarette Tax 


By HORTENSE MYERS 


INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
Indiana lawmakers are inclined 
to resist some powerful efforts 
to increase Indiana’s relatively 
modest six-cent-a pack cigarette 
tax. 


Indiana cities and towns are 
on record as seeking a cigar­ 
ette tax increase to help pay 
for police and fire pensions. In­ 
diana mental health leaders also 
want a dedication of a larger 
amount of the cigarette t a x 
money for development of com­ 
munity centers. 


In addition, another group fa­ 
vors a sharp hike in the cigar­ 
ette tax as a way of discourag­ 
ing the young from smoking 
and thereby increasing t h e i r 
chances of someday dying from 
cancer. 


But if a poll conducted by 
United 
Press 
International 
among the Indiana legislators 
holds through the 1974 session, 
efforts to increase the tax are 
going against great opposition 


to increasing the cigarette tax. 
Here was the poll question: 
‘‘If you were voting today on 
your personal convictions, would 
you vote for or against a cigar­ 
ette tax hike for any specified 
purpose?” 


119 Replied 
A total of 119 of the 150 law­ 
makers replied to the poll. Of 
these, 69 said they opposed a 
cigarette tax increase, 41 said 
they would favor it for a good 
purpose and nine were undecid­ 


ed. The breakdown by house 
and political party shows t h e 
Democrats somewhat more in­ 
clined towar da cigarette tax in­ 
crease than the Republi 
In the Senate, the poll 
vs 
Republicans 14-8 against a n y 
increase with two undecided, 
and the Democrats, 7-6 against 
with one undecided vote. In the 
House, the Republicans are 39- 
16 against with four undecided 
and the Democrats, 11-9 in fa­ 
vor with two undecided. 
Ivan H. Brinegar, executive 
director of the Indiana Asso­ 
ciation of Cities and Towns, 
said while the IACT adopted a 
resolution asking for a cigarette 
tax hike to help pay for t h e 


police-firemen pensions, the re­ 
solution was amended to include 
any other help from any state 
fund. 
“We feel a cigarette tax in­ 
crease is a proper tax to help 
the fund,” Brinegar explained. 
“There is some relationship be­ 
tween public safety and t h e 
careless use of cigarettes. Pro­ 
bably 35 or 40 per cent of the 
fires are caused by careless 
use of cigarettes. But I person­ 
ally think it will be extremely 
difficult to increase any tax in 
an election year and immediate­ 
ly following restructuring of the 
tax system.” 
The municipalities are deter­ 
mined in their belief that the 


police and fire pensions, creat­ 
ed by the legislature, should be 
partially funded by them from 
some source, if not cigarette 
tax. The 1972 pension cost was 
$24.3 million and the cost to the 
municipalities is going up about 
$2 million a year for these pen­ 
sions. 


Seeks Dedication 
Joseph Brown, executive direc­ 
tor of the Mental Health Asso­ 
ciation of Indiana, said “W e 
hope to get a dedication of ci­ 
garette tax money. We don’t 
care if it is a new tax or not. 
But this dedication is very im­ 
portant to development (of men­ 
tal health centers in the com­ 
munities.” 


Currently, one-half cent of the 
cigarette tax is dedicated to 
mental health, producing about 
$3.5 million annually. Of t h e 
six cents state tax, twTo cents 
still are undedicated and go into 
the state .general fund. The men­ 
tal health people want about $14 
million annually, or the equival­ 
ent of a two-cent cigarette tax. 


Dr. Eugene Levitt, Indiana Un 
versify 
Medical 
Center, 
who 
has conducted much research 
into why children and teen-ag­ 
ers start smoking, favors a high­ 
er cigarette tax as a way of 
discouraging the young f r o m 
getting started on a habit that 
is linked with cancer.

method 
might

He Might Forget 
A student might be able to 
stop smoking by the end of the 
third lesson. But by the time 
the fourth lesson arrived, he 
already would have forgotten 
what he had learned and would 
be back in the habit again. 
Or lesson five would arrive 
before lesson four, throwing the 
whole program out of synch. 
Nevertheless, it could be worth 
a try. 
Here 
are 
a 
few 
lesson 
outlines to help get the class 
organized: 
Lesson One — Orientation. 
Before one can learn to quit 
smoking, one must familiarize 
one’s self with the various ways 
to 
avoid 
smoking. 
Generally 
speaking, 
there 
are

options open :

because one has no cigarettes.

each of these techniques and 
indicate his preference. 


Lesson Two 
Lesson Two—Execution. Once 
the student learns the ways to 
avoid smoking and has selected 
the most suitable method, he or 
she is ready to draw up a plan 
of action. 
If, for example, he chooses 
No. 1, have him compile a list 
of places—icebergs, cranberry 
bogs, grottoes, etc. — where 
cigarettes are unavailable. 
Then 
have 
him 
go 
there 
immediately. 
Lesson Three — Substitution. 
Assuming this lesson reaches 
him, it will find the student in 
the throes of withdrawal and In 
bad 
need 
of 
a 
smoking 
substitute. 
Since smoking primarily in­ 
volves the inhalation process, 
the 
student 
should 
develop 
counter-habits that require a 
great deal of exhaling. 
Playing the trombone Is an 
excellent cigarette substitute. 
Blowing up air mattresses is 
another. 
Lesson Four-R epeat Lesson 
One only this time have the 
student pick a method that has 
some chance of working.

TIPS ON TUBS 
Making an old fiber glass 
bathtub or shower stall look 
like new can be as easy as 
polifJiing fumityre. 
Start by removing built 
up dirt and grime with any 
popular liquid detergent-full 
strength from the bottle - 
rubbing with a sponge. Non-' 
abrasive scouring pads made 
of nylon, saran or polyeth­ 
ylene can be used sparingly 
for hard-to-remove stains. 


As a lagt resort, turpentine 
or paint thinner should re­ 
move persistent spots. Be sore 
to follow safety 'directions, 
on the contain» and use 
these volatile materials only 
in well ventilated areas away 
from open flame. 
Never use metal scouring 
pads or abrasive powders. 
They will remove the protec­ 
tive coating on fiber glass 
fixtures. 
Once the surface is thor­ 
oughly dean, the original lus­ 
ter o f fiber glass. «tu be re­ 
stored with a light application 
of automobile wax, liquid or 
paste. "Sin.ce a waxed sur­ 
face can be slippery when 
wet, do not wax areas used 
.for standing. 
To maintain the luster of 
a new or restored, fiber glass 
bathtub, never use anything 
stronger than a mild liquid 
detergent Cor regular cleaning.

Thomas S. Milligan says: “ The 
Repubican Party in Indiana is 
looking forward with great an­ 
ticipation for this is the year 
that we elect a Republican sen­ 
ator from Indiana. It is incom­ 
prehensible that a state that has 
overwhelmingly supported the 
Repubican principles on local, 
state and national levels should 
be handicapped with two Demo­ 
crats in the U.S. Senate. 1974 
will be the beginning when we 
unseat Sen.

At present, the Indiana 
congressional delegation includ­ 
es seven Republicans and four 
Democrats the Indiana Legis­ 
lature is GOP-controlled with 
30-20 margins in the Senate and 
73-27 in the House.
